Desert but Arm y Flyer 


Lands Safely in Chute

L i e u t e n a n t 
A ugust 
W oeltz, pilot of jet propelled P-80 
Shooting Stars, is thanking his 
lucky stars today. 
Y esterday, w hile flying over 
P alm 
Springs, 
he 
gained 
the 
doubtful honor of being the third 
know n pilot to “bail out” 
or 
“w alk aw ay” from the crash of 
a je t P-80. 
The ship he w as piloting at 
10:30 a.m. at an altitude of 7,000 
feet suddenly w ent out of con­ 
trol. An explosion in the tail as­ 
sem bly of the ship followed. 


FOR 
MORE th an 4,000 feet 
w hile the ship w as plum m eting 
dow nw ard, Woeltz said he fought 
for a way out. 
W atchers on the 
ground, 
whose 
attention 
was 
draw n skyw ard by th e sound of 
th e explosion, reported that they 
did not see him leave the ship 
un til he w as only 3000 feet up. 
Lt. Woeltz, after he parachuted 
to ground east of the Field Club, 
said that he was unable to open 
th e escape hatch of his plane and 
only w hen the ship rolled side­ 
w ise 
in its dow nw ard plunge, 
w as he able to get out. 


THE PILOTLESS ship plunged 
into the ground at the very edge 
of Sunset W ay near the entrance 
of the A irport, gouging an eight 
foot deep by tw enty foot wide 
hole in the ground. Pieces of the 
ship were strew n over a wide 
area.

THE CROWNING ROOTS by 
Cornelia Jessey, Crown Publish­ 
ers, S2.75. Reviewed by Belly 
Lou Clowes. 
We Villagers should be glowing 
with pride. Why? Well, walk into 
your nearest book store or library 
and ask for a copy of "The Grow­ 
ing Boots.” Take a good look at 
the book jacket, especially the 
picture of the author. Look fa­ 
miliar? See where it speaks of 
her living in the "Colorado Des­ 
ert country of California?” That 
is 
euphemism 
for 
this 
Palm 
Springs locale. Notice the dedi­ 
cation. Now, is it perfectly clear 
that Cornelia Jessey is the pen 
name of our own Corinne Suss- 
man, wife of Irving Sussman, 
former teacher here in the high 
school? 
Yes, Mrs. Sussman has written 
a novel, a fact which in itself 
gives a glow of pleasure, and 
when we read this novel of hers 
and discover what a fine piece 
of work it is, our pleasure is en­ 
hanced by a tingle of pride. For 
“The Growing Roots” is indeed 
a lovely book, sure to capture the 
interest and touch the hearts of 
all Who read it. It is a warm, 
full-bodied, realistic account of 
the transplanting of a Jewish 
family from Russia to America. 
But it is* more than just another 
novel of immigrants, more than 
another 
“race” 
or 
"problem” 
novel. For the picture it gives 
of a young girl of the second gen­ 
eration struggling to find her­ 
self, rebelling against the tradi­ 
tions of her people, desiring rec­ 
ognition as an individual per­ 
sonality unconfined to any race 
or group is a universal and time- 
leess problem.

New Auto May 
Bring Changes 


By STUART GRABER 


The 
scientific 
urge 
of 
the 
American people to build things 
more streamlined and to travel 
faster has brought about a new 
addition in the automotive in­ 
dustry, 
the Tucker Car. This 
sleek, long speedster is only five 
feet high. 
As its engine is set 
between the two rear wheels, 
the front of the car has luggage 
space. 
It also cuts out motor 
noises and smells. The car is a 
torpedo style and has tear fend­ 
ers. 
To prevent bumping the 
head on its low roof the door 
overlaps on the roof to form cut­ 
outs. 
The Tucker also has a 
third light that turns with the 
steering 
d e v i c e 
for peeping 
around 
corners. 
The 
Tucker 
only weighs 2800 lbs., less than 
any other car of that size. 
This new design has a cruising 
speed of 100 miles per hour and 
its speedometer registers up 140 
miles per hour. 
According to 
Tucker, the car should get 35 
miles to a gallon of gas. 
He 
also 
claims 
that 
there 
should be no serious repair fo r 
at least 100,000 miles. 
Its six 
cylinder, aluminum engine has 
150 horse power and weight 500 
lbs. less than any other car of 
comparable 
horsepower. 
It 
is 
mounted by only four bolts and 
is easy to repair. 
The prestone 
cooling agent is sealed in the 
engine. 
Therefore there will be 
no need to put w ater in it. 
It 
runs normally at a tem perature 
of 210 degrees and boils at 250 
degrees. 
The Tucker has no 
transmission or clutch. 
It has 
special mountings on the front 
wheels which eliminates swerv­ 
ing in case of a blowout at high 
speeds. The car will stop at two 
thirds the distance needed for 
any other car of the same weight 
because of its disk type brakes. 
If this Tucker does everything 
its creator claim9 it may revolu 
tionize the automobile industry.

Where will all the money come from 
to pay these increases? They total sev­ 
eral times as much as the railroads 
made in 1946 or will make in 1947. 
In July, the railroads filed an appli­ 
cation for increased freight rates to 
close the gap which then existed be­ 
tween wage and material costs, and 
railroad revenues. Since then it has 
been necessary, because of further in­ 
creases in wages and material costs, 
to supplement that petition and to 
ask for an additional freight rate 


increase. No other course is open. 
Railroads Do Not Run For 
Employes Alone 
Railroads are operated for the benefit 
of not one, but several groups—ship­ 
pers, passengers, employes, stock­ 
holders, and the general public. The
